other such small openings, if the doors and 
windows are shut; for the air over the fire 
being heated, becomes lighter, and ascends 
into the chimney ; consequently other colder 
air must supply its place, which forces its way 
| through all the jones « openings. Where a room 
with a fire in it, to be perfectly closed, ex- 
cepting the chimney, the air in it would soon 
become unwholesome fof respiration, and the 
fire would soon be extinguished. Hente it 
appears, that those persons ‘mistake who ex- 
pectto keep the air of a room sweet and 
wholesome, especially for mvatids,. by ecare- 
fully stopping all the small apertures that 
admit freshair, When the current of air that 
enters Into a room, falls immediately upow the 
persons whovsit in the room, then it may be 
offensive, especially to delicate comstitutions. 
In that case, such openings should be closed, 
but at the same time another should be made 
in amore convenient part; for a circulation 
of air, particularly in rooms where a five is 
kept, is not* only salutary and useful, but ab-

MR. WEBSTER’S ORATION. 
‘The following is given as a summary though 


imperfect view of the eloquent address deliv- 
ered by Mr. Webster at tite recent celebra- 


tions at Bunker Hill. 

The orator glanced at the three great events 
in the history of this western \ orkid; its a, 
covery ; its colonization, and the severance 0 
these United States from their mother country, 
and their erection into an independent Em- 
pire. He spake of the eventful history of the 
jast half century; of the consequences of the 
American Revolution to the world; ot the ac- 
tual and prospective improvement of the con- 
dition of mankind, which owed their origin to 
the events, we were now assembled to com- 
tnemorate. He spoke of the attention given 
to the subject, and the advances made in the 
science of government, within the last few 
years; and the powerful and all commanding 
influence of public opinion and the lumina. 
tion of the human mind in ameliorating the 
comition of mankind even under the most 
despotic governments; in which their beneh- 
cial effects, tho’ little apparent, and produc- 
ing no external changes, were yet Most deep- 
ly felt. He said that knowledge was the sun 
in the firmament of human happiness and (hat 
public opinion was the lever by which the po- 
Fitical werld was to be moved. Heexultedint he 
progress of free principles and institutions in 
the southern portion of the hemisphere ; and 
congratulated his countrymen that they had 
lived to see the day, when the Furopean an- 
thority orer that vast portion of this continent 
@as wone forever. He addressed, in the most 
affecting manner, the few old men, who v. ere 
present, and who shared in the bloody conflict 
of the 17th June, 1775, and the surviving mem- 
bers of the Revolutionary army, who heard 
him ; among whom was seen in his place that 
extraordinary and privileged man, La Fayette ; 
and while he contrasted the splendid compen- 
sations of this day and occasion, with the dis- 
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interested (oils and sufferings and sacrifices of 


that perilous hour which last saw them assem 
bled on th. spot where they now stood,—in 
the name of their children, who now crowded 
around them, in the name of their happy 
country, in the name of the good and brave 
of all future ages and countries, he tendered 
them the homage of a lasting and heartfelt 
veneration and gratitude. He remembered, 
in ajust tribute of ewogy, the brave men who 
perished in the cause of their Country’s free- 
dom. We spoke of the illustrious Warren, 
who boldly threw himself into the perilous 
conflict of that day, and fell one of the first 
and one of the noblest sacrifices to liberty, a 
man whose name is imperishable ; and he ad- 
dressed himself in the most respectful and ho- 
norable manner to La Fayette, and paida just 
compliment to his distinruished virtues and 
services; aman, whose history has been most 
extraordinary, who has scemed destined in 
Providence to perform a part and to enjoy 
privileges, which have fallen to the lot of no 
other man ; who, in the langnage of the orator, 
according to our best recollection, was the 
conducting medium, by which the electrical 
spirit of freedom, should be communicated to 
both hemispheres; a spirit, which like the 
great central fire of the earth, might be smo- 
thered and repressed, but could not be extin- 
guished; oceans might overwhelm it, moun- 
tains might press it down; but in spite of all 
opposition, it would live and burst out and 
send up its fires to the heavens. He alluded 
to the struggles of the Greeks for their frec- 
dom, and exulted in the assurance, which the 
singular history of our own country confirms, 
that the cause of liberty and religion must pre- 
vail. It was .to be ascribed to the all com- 


manding influence of public opinion that the | 


despotic nations of Europe had not takeh part 
with their oppressors; that influence wouk 
continue to restrain these sovercigns ; a«withe 
continually increasing favour with which the 
great principles of civil liberty are regarded 
among the enlightened and good of al! nations, 
and the deeper and growing intercst with 
which the struggles of this abused people con- 
tinue to be viewed, will aid to carry them tri- 
umphantly through the fearful conflict, which 
they are now waging with the most oppres- 
sive despotism that ever crushed men to the 
dust. He alluded to the unfortunate results 
of the struggles for freedom in France. Much 
tt is true has been gained; but much had fail- 
edand much had been lost through the want 
of that enlightened, sedate, and religious cha- 
racter, which distinguished the American peo 
ple and was the foundation, under God, of the 
success that crowned their efforts. The pro- 
gress of the spirit of liberty among the French 
nation was not guided by discretion, intelli- 
gence and principle, and consequently was 
marked with many dreadful excesses; it be- 
came a desolating instead of » purifying fire ; 
and instead of destroying that only, which did 
not deserve to be preserved, it seattered in- 
diseriminate destruction: and every thing 
valuable as well as every thing worthless was. 
brought out by the deluded votarics of liberty 
and thrown upon the blazing pile. In the 
language of the orator, the progress of the 
spirit of liberty among this people resembled 
the chariot races cf antiquity, where the mo- 
tion was so rapid that it set the wheels on fire. 
—He spake, in the last place, of the great in- 
terests of the world, which all nations would 
ultimately Jearm must consist in Peace; and of 
the duty which the American Peopi¢ owed to 
their privileged and happy country; which 
was to consider it all as one country and all as 
‘heir country: to rise superior tu local, sec- 
tional and partial divisions and interests; to 
be united by a common, uninterrupted and 
universal sympathy ; to feel not that we are 
New-England men merely but that we are 
Americans, and witha renerous and elevated 
patriotism to seek only the commor, interests, 
to cherish the common name, to labour forthe 
common good. If the cause of liberty and of 
tree institutions failed with us it woul: fail for- 
ever; but in an exampl¢ of adherence to the 
great principles of liberty, of equal riglits and 
eqgyal laws, for which our fathers toiled and 
suffered and died ; and in that generous devo- 
tion to the common gooil by which tacir whole 
course was distinguished, we should exhibit to 
the world a monument of national virtue and 
happiness as imperishable as timne ;

Con- 
gress will have to exeft all its wisdom to give 
to the country the organization it requires.— 
May I be permitted to confess, that not being 
a Peruvian, it has, on that account, been more 
difficult for me to attain this desired end. Our 
relations with the republic ot Colombia have 
obtained for us great assistance. Qur ally and 
confederate withheld notiing from us—she 
employed her treasure, her navy, her armies, 
in combatting the common enemy, as her own 
cause. Congress will be convinced by these 
demonstrations of Colombia—of the infinite 
value with which she views a close and inti- 
mate federation of the new States. Impressed 
with the great advantages which will result 
from a meeting of a Congress of Representa- 
tives, I have hastened to invite our confede- 
rates, in the name of Peru, to assemble as 
speedily as possible at the Isthmus of Panama. 
This august body will there seal the per- 
petual alliance of the different States. The 
republic of Chili has placed under the orders 
of our government, a part of her Navy, com- 
manded by the brave Vice Admiral Blanco, 
which ts blockading Callao, with the Chilian 
and Colombianforces. The States of Mexico, 
Guatimala and Bucnos Ayres have made us an 
offer of their services, which owing to our 
rapid successes, have been without ceMfect.— 
These republics have established theinselves 
and maintain their internal tranquility. The

is the only one, as vet, accredited near our 
|government. The Censuls of Colombia, of 
ithe United States of America, and of Great 
| britain, have presented themselves in this 
} capital, to exercise their offices—the last has 
had the misfortune to perish in the most 
lamentable manner—the other two have ob- 
tained their exequaturs to entgr on the dis- 
charge of their duties. As soon as the military 
successes of Peru shall be know nin Eurepe, it 
is probable that those governments will defi- 
nitely decide on the political cenduct thes 
have to adopt. If flatter inyself Great Britain 
will be the first to recognize onr independ- 
ence. If we are to credit the declarations of 
France. she will not delay in joining England 
in that liberal policy ; and perhaps the rest of 
Europe will follow the sameconduct. Spain, 
herselt, if she listens to her interests, will no 
longer oppose the existence of the new states, 
which will complete the friendly relations of 
the universe, Legis!ators! In giving up to 
Congress the supreme power which you de- 
posited in my hands, allow me to congratulate 
the people in having rid themselves of the 
greatest curse in the world.—-War, by the vic- 
tory at Ayacucho, and of despotism,, by my 
resignation. Proscribe forever, I beg you, 
that tremendous authority, that authority 
which was the grave of Rome ! Itwas laudable, 
no doubt in Congress, in order to resist the 
dreadful calamities and to face the furious 
storms which desolated the country, to place 
her laws on the bayonets of the libe rating 
army: but, asthe nation has obtuined domestic 
peace and political liberty, the laws only ought 
to govern. Gentlemen, the Congress is in- 
stalled. My duty, asan auxiliary soldier, calls 
me to assist in obtaining the liberties of Upper 
Peru and the surrender of Callao, the last 
bulwark of the Spanish empire in South Ame- 
rica. t will then hasten to my country to give 
un account to the representatives of the Co- 
lombian people, of my mission in Peru—ot 
your liberty, and of the liberating army.

Steamboats.—In almost every new boat, some 
improvement in machinery—sn building, and 
the comforts of the cabin are apparent, but 
our fellow citizens of the western states are 
most anxious to push improvements and pro- 
mote safetv. The Louisiana Advertiser, mn 
not.cing the arrival of a new steamboat called 
the Caravan from Louisville says, “this boat 
is on quite a novel plan; her timbers - of 
locust and ceder, brought to a joint, anc are 
eavlsed and payed both on the inside and 
outside —before planking, the hull was cover- 
ebwith canvass dipped in the varnish ; her 
hold is divided into three compartments, in 
the water proof bulk heads, so that in the 
event of being pierced by a snag in the bow, 
stern, or midsnips, there will be no danger of 
sinking. Ifa butt should be started! or a plank 
ripped entirely off, still sie can persue her 
voyage without danger. Her plank on the 
main deck are laid diagonal braces extend- 
ing fore and aft. The engine appears re- 
markably strong, and has two supply pumps 
and tw o safety valves, as recently recommend- 
el by ‘he celebrated M. Dupins and other

The Caravan differs also from all other boats 
which we have seen, in having, much greater 
breadth of beam in proportion to her other 
dimensions.

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The bili for removing the disqualifications 
of his Majesty’s Catholic subjects was rejected 
in the house of Lords by a majority of 45. 

The Catholic. Emancipation bill was not 
only rejected by the British house of lords, 
but the speech of the Duke of York against 
it was printed in letters of gold, and sold ata 
very ngh price, by the London booksellers. 

Letters had reached London from Zante, 
dated as late agthe 27th of Apri}, which con- 
firm the former accounts of the defeat of Ibra- 
him Pacha before Navarin. In his operations 
against that place, he lost considerable part 
of his troops, together with the whole of his 
baggage anc artillery ; and we may now re- 
gard his expedition as having wholly failed. 

Letters from Trieste of the Sth May, in the 
Augsburg Gazette, confirm the defeat of the 
troops ot Ibrahim Pachain the Morea. It was 
on the 27th March that the Greeks attacked 
the Egyptian troops who were entrenched un- 


ed them. This victory has decided the fate of 
the expedition of Ibrahim Pacha, Several 
European officers who commanded tidse 
troops,tell into the hands of the Grecks, and 
have Deen sent to Napoli de Romania. 

A tetcer from Corfu of the 11th ujt. states 
that un agreement has been entered into be 

tween the Turkish Government and the Pacha 
of Egypt, by which the latter is to receive for 
3” years the Revenue of the Morea, in the 
event of his being able to effect the conquest 
of that country from the Grecks. 

Mr. Cannune laid on the table of the British 
house of commons, late in May, three state 
papers to parliament, of considerable import- 
jance, from the foreign department. ‘The first 
Was a treaty with Russia, settling the disputed 
clans which existed with regard to certain 
rights of trade and navigation in the Pacific. 
The second was a treaty between England and 
Sweden, providing, by the establishment of 
the mutual right of search, for the more effec- 
tual suppression of the slave trade. The third 
was the official document of the treaty of amity 
and commerce between England and the U. 
States of La Plata. When Mr. Canning laid 
the last of these papers before the house, there 
were long and loud and heart-felt cheers from 
all parts of it. 

‘the British house of commons have raised 
the saliwes of the Judges. Those of the 
King’s Bench are to receive 10,000 pounds 
per annum, upwards of 40,000 dollars; and 
the other Judges in proportion. 

By the new arrangement of the British 
Mails between London and Edinburgh, an en- 
tire day is gained in correspondence between 
the two capitals. 

From St. Petersburg, we learn that his Ma- 
jesty the Emperor of Russia has been pleased 
to confer on M. ce Polctica, his late Minister 
to the United States, the dignity of Privy 
Counsellor to his Majesty, and to appoint him 
a Senator of the Russian Empire, as a reward 
for his long and impertant services. 

The Ilorticultural Society of London have 
despatched one of their most able collectors 
to the mouth of the Colombian, Lavid Dou- 
glass, who was formerly one of the head gatr- 
deners at the Glasgow Botanical Garden.— 
After spending the ensuing season in collect-

We have 
heard no other circumstance tending to inte’ 
rupt the peace and harmony of cur borders.’

The stockholders of the Philadelphia and 
Norfolk Steam boat and Transportation Com- 
pany, held their first meting at Dover, on 
the ist ult.
